A new note of cheer was sent 
through the business world yesterday 
by a variety of developments: 

President Hoover began a series of 
conferences with congressional lead- 
ers, bankers and real estate men to 
map out a constructive program to aid 
American finances and business. 

By bringing together private capi- 
tal and lhiberalized government co- 
operation, the president hoped to ease 
credits and put into use many of the 
country’s assets now frozen by the 
unusual conditions of recent industrial 
inactivity. 

The news was greeted by one of 
the swiftest advances on the New 
York Stock Exchange in recent years. 
Gains averaging well over 5 points 
were made by 559 stocks some of 
them surged up 15 points. Shares 
were traded in biocks of 1,000 to 
8,500. .The turnover exceeded 4,000,- 
000 shares. 

Grains advanced strong. Cotton 
went up $1.55 to $1.75 a bale. The 
curb market reflected the breath-tak- 
ing up-rush. Foreign exchanges were 
firm. Leading commodities went up. 
The bond market also brightened.

WALL STREET T RESPONDS

NEW YORK, Oct. 6.—(4)— Some

ity values in Wall Street today, as the 
stock market surged upward in the 
swiftest advance in recent financial 
history. 

This was Wall Street’s response 
to news that leaders in financial, 
business and public life had been 
summoned to Washington to consider 
an aggressive program to check the 
vicious circle of deflation. 

his sudden bulge in quoted values 
added more than 12 per cent to stat-| 
ure of shares li¢ted on the New York | 
Stock Exchange. The extent of this 
sudden restoration of quoted values 
is staggering. ‘The figure apprexi- 
mates the total amount of currency 
in circulation in this country. and ex- 
ceeds the total amount of our mone- 
tary gold. Furthermore, the estimate, 
based on price indices, is regarded as 
conservative.

Anonymous gift of $1,000,000 to 
Atlanta University, only graduate 
school of higher learning for negroes 
in the south, was announced Tuesday 
in New York by Dean Sage, president 
of the board of trustees of the uni- 
versity. 

The greater part of the gift will be 
used to erect new buildings, while ex- 
isting classrooms will be renovated 
and a large sum set aside as a_ build- 


| ing maintenance fund, 


In announcing the huge donation 
“from a friend of the university,” Dr. 
Sage said that the building plan will 
eall for construction of five buildings 
at an estimated cost of $625,000, to 
be located on a 60-acre campus ad- 
joining the campuses of the two un- 
dergraduate colleges affiliated with 
Atlanta University—Morehouse Col- 
lege for Men and Spelman College for 
Women, 

Work To Be Expedited. 

In order that construction work on 
the new buildings may serve to al- 
leviate the present unemployment situ- 
ation-in Atlanta, the plans have been 
expedited by the architects, Jamet 
Gamble Rogers, Inc., of New York 
City, and construction wilt begin at 
an early date, Dr. Sage stated. The 
five buildings to be erected will in- 
clude an administration hall, women's 
dormitory, men’s dormitory, a resi- 
dence for President John H. Hope, 
and a central heating plant. 

Of the remainder ofthe funda 
construction of the buildings: $40,001 
will be expended in renovating exist- 
while 
$335,000 will be set aside as a build- 
ing maintenance fund. 

Work on a wniversity library build- 
ing to cost around $300,000 recently 
was begun. This building, which has 
been provided by a grant from the 
general education board, will serve not 
only Atlanta University and its af- 
filiated colleges, but will be availabie 
to the three other negro institutions 
of higher learning in Atlanta, which 
may enter into co-operative arrange- 
ments for its use,

Upon 
its affiliation in 1929 with Morehouse 
and Spelman Colleges, Dr. Hope, for 
25 years the president of Morehouse 
College, became the fifth president of 
Atlanta University.

GERMAN CABINET 


Foreign Minister’s Resig- 
nation Outgrowth of Na- 
tionalists’ Enmity.

BERLIN, Oct. 6.—(4)—Dr.. Julius 
Curtius, who AP TP « the late Dr. 
Gustay Stresemann as foreign min- 
ister in October,. 1929, and kept in 
force the Stresemann policy of con- 
ciliation with Germany's wartime en- 
emies, today submitted his resigna- 
tion to Chancellor Heinrich Bruening. 

His withdrawal came after bitter 
criticism, especially by. national social- 
ists and nationalists, who objected be- 
cause he, opposed Germany's abandon- 
ment of the proposed Austro-German 


customs ,pact. ‘The foreign minister 
also was attacked on his policy of 
friendship with France. 

Government spokesmen emphatically 
asserted today, however, that his res- 
ignation did not mean any change in 
Germany’s foreign policy. 

Confidants of Herr Bruening de- 
clared the matter of the resignation of 
the entire cabinet, which has been 
rumored, must be relegated to the 
realm of conjecture. 

In authoritative quarters it was de- 
clared that whether the chancellor 
chooses to be his Own foreign minister 
in name as well as fact, or whether 
someone else succeeds Dr. Curtius, in- 
ternational friendship remains the cor- 
nerstone of Herr Bruening’s foreign 
policy, there will be no change in the 
program started with the British at 
Chequers and. continued at negotia- 
ag in Paris, London, Rome and Ber- 
in 

Beyond this, Herr Bruening, who 
always plays a lone hand, has not com- 
mitted himself, but his confidants de- 
clare it may safely be assumed that: 

1. The ministries of justice and 
economics,’ which have long been va- 
cant, will be filled, before the Reich- 
stag reassembles ‘October 13, with 
men whose names command confi- 
dence throughout the nation. 

2. Whatever resignations in addi- 
tion to Dr. Curtivs’——if any—may 
ensue, new cabinet members will be 
chosen on a personal basis and not on 
party affiliation. 

3..Every move of the chancellor 
will be in accord with the views of 
President Paul Von. Hindenburg.

Retain Labor Regime.

LONDON, Oct. . 6.— () — Great 
Britain’s 30,000,000 men and women 
voters will decide in a general election 
October’ 27 whether the nation, sadly 
torn by financial and economic ills, 
shall continue to be ruled by Ramsay 
MacDonald's national government. 

After days of almost unparalleled 
political uncertainty, Prime Minister 
MacDonald this afternoon announced 
the government’s program to ~ the 
| house of commons, which~will be dis-’ 
solved tomorrow by royal proclama- 
tion, 

Tomorrow evening Mr. MacDonald 
will appeal over the radio for the na- 
tion’s support—and the campaign in 
which much stored-up party bitterness 
is expected to be unloosed will be un- 
der way. 

The fight will turn on national con- 
fidence in the present cabinet. The 
labor party, headed by Arthur Hen- 
derson, foreign secretary in the recent 
labor government and life-long asso- 
ciate of Mr. MacDonald until their 
contrary views on the nation’s finan- 
cial crisis parted them, is almost sol- 
idly ranged against its old leader. 


The prime minister bas achieved an} 


initial victory by carrying his whole 
national cabinet into the campaign 
without a resignation.

On Jewish New Year's Day recent- 
ly worshippers leaving a synagog on 
the Nolléendorff. platz in Berlin were 
set upon by Hitlerites and beaten up. 
This incident was but one of a series 
of anti-Jewish excesses that have re- 
cently taken place in the Reich. . As 
a matter of fact life is made almost 
unbearable for the Jews in Germany, 
especially in small centers of popula- 
tion. The vilest calumnies are daily 
printed about them in the Hitlerite 
press. And while liberal-minded peo- 
ple doubtlessly pay no attention to 
these libels, the poison gradually 
works its way into the fibers of the 
community with the result that a 
new form of social ostracism has 
grown up. It has availed the, Jews 
of Germany nothing to declare that 
they do not form a nation within 
the nation. The name of one of their 
chief religious organizations is called 
“The Community of German Citizens 
of the Hebrew Faith,” which speaks 
for itself. Nor has it helped any to 
publish statistics showing Jewish par- 
ticipation in the evolution of the com- 
mercial, social and intellectual life of 
the Reich. Hitler remains deaf to 
reason and common sense. He has 
promised, the day after the attack al- 
luded to above, that Jewish heads will 
roll in the dust as soon as he gains 
power. And that he will gain power 
some day and that before long, seefhs 
inevitable. At the same time with 
this the papers carry an announce- 
ment that a Hitlerite organization has 
been formed in America. It held its 
first convention with 200 delegates 
present. The name “Teutonia” was 


adopted for the movement and it was | 


decided to commence an anti-Jewish 
agitation in America. Jews are to be 
hounded out of public life, out of the 
press, the theater and their influence 
in literature is to be broken, accord- 
ing to “Teutonia’s” program. Not 
only is this program diametrically op- 
posed to the principles laid down in 
the constitution of the United States, 
but it is an appeal to prejudice and 
thereby sins against the noblest ideals 
of humanity. It is up to the people 
of the United States to say whether 
the namé of their country is to be 
stained with this shame, whether at 
a moment when mankind groans un- 
der a burden put on its shoulders by 
war and mass-hatred, this additional 
vexation is to be added to our woes. 
The American Jewish community has 
all through the course of history been 
a loyal patriotic element in national 
life. Its members have added consid- 
erably to the greatness and repute of 
the nation in every sphere of activity, 
intellectual as well as industrial, fi- 
nancial and social. Men are not go- 
ing to be penalized in the land of the 
free for being of eastern origin. There 
is no room in the United States for 
blood-libels and forged evidence. If 
Hitler can get away with that sort of 
propaganda in Germany, so much the 
worse for Germany. He will not 
make us hate. He will not degrade 
Americans to the level of bloodhounds.

NOW, THEN, PULL YOURSELF 
TOGETHER. 

Recently some correspondent sent in 
a mean one that has been bothering 
me nights when—or rather mornings 
—when I am relaxing for sleep. The 
correspondent asked me to explain the 
meaning of the common exhortation to 
“pull yourself :.gether.”’ In the oracle 
business any little thing like that up- 
sets you; and you find yourself re- 
verting to it whenever you have a 
moment to relax. Not a bad habit, 
either, this one of thinking along a 
line so suggested, thinking in instal- 
ments, taking the subject up where 
you left off last time. Here and 
there you come within sight of known 
or established landmarks, and if you 
make it your practice to pause briefly 
and look such landmarks over, or even 
to take little side excursions to con- 
sult authorities they suggest, your ex- 
ploration is more likely to be worth 
while. 

Not that I have made any discov- 
ery of note in my meditations upon 
the significahce of “pull yourself to- 
ether.” But just that I believe this 
abit of cogitating divers little ques- 
tions is a good one and many young 
persons particularly should cultivate 
the habit in place of day dreaming or 
idle or aimless musing or contempla- 


tion. It is organized or orderly 


thinking instead of mere drifting. At 


reasonable intervals you pull your- 
self together and find your position 
in relation to the premise or idea from 
which you took off. 

I have recommended here the prac- 
tice of belly breathing as an aid to 
rest or sleep at night. I don’t believe 
relaxation and composing oneself for 
I do much thinking while I am going 
through with this little rite myself. 
But I do believe the exercise aids in 
general relaxation and puts one in a 
suitable condition for a little profit- 
able thinking for a time before one 
falls off to sleep. ag reader who 
wishes to practice belly breathing may 
have the instructions on request (no 
clipping). Inclose stamped envelo 
bearing your address. The belly 
breathing helps to lower excessive 
blood pressure, too. ; 

A lot of folk in the habit of loose 
thinking are also in the habit of 
slouching physically. That is, they 
have poor posture when sitting or 
standing or walking. If such folk can 
be induced to cultivate better posture, 
better carriage, they generally develop 
better judgment and will power if not 
more efficient thinking capacity. 

Here are a few practical suggestions

Labor Leader Blames France 
For Driving German Masses 


Toward Evil of Nationalism

Joseph Franz Furtwaengler, secre- 


tary of the General German Federa- 
tion of Trade Unions, speaks English 
with scarcely a trace of foreign ac- 
cent. His travels have taken him 
from India to America, and his deep 
interest in vital questions has devel- 
oped and enriched his viewpoint. 
appearance, Herr Furtwaengler is less 
German than American or Irish. He 
is short, lean without being thin, and 
his hair is just plain red. . By nature, 
he is enthusiastic withort betraying 
over-optimism, and despite his social- 
istic beliefs seemed to me far more 
nationally- minded than Wolffgan 
Kruger, secretary of the employers 
association. 

The General German Federation of 
Trade Unions was organized in 1919 
in order to take charge of recruiting 
work, the gathering of membership 
and strike statistics, the publication 
of a periodical of informational pur- 
poses, and the creation and main- 
tenance of international connections. 
Thirty years ago there were 680,000 
trade unionists, in 1904 a million, and 
today approximately 5,000,000. 
figures apply to manual workers only. 
There are other organizations for the 
functionaries and salaried emplo 
both of them connected with the Gen- 
eral Federation of Trade Unions. The 
membership of the ‘salaried emplo 
union is now approxi , 
It is int ing to note that of the 
5,000,000 orga manual workers, 


To return to Herr Furtwaengler: 
“What was the incentive for the for- 
mation of the workers’ party?’ 
asked of the secretary, for it is ob- 
vious that the political power of the 
area grew more rapidly than the 
abor movement. 

“Simply this,” he replied, “the Ger- 
man worker, unlike his British and 


| American brother, had to fight for 


fundamental political rights even after 
the abolition of the anti-socialist law, 
and up to the World War. Universal 
and equal suffrage did not exist in 
Prussia, which is the greatest of Ger- 
man states. Freedom of coalition of 
the workers was still limited by law 
and further limitation of the right 
was repeatedly I by the dom- 
inant classes. Finding themselves 
hampered, the trade unions sought to 
attain their rights through the politi- 
cal party. The party was to them the 
political and parliamentary repre- 
sentation of a fighting labor army 
with which they co-operated. It is 
this co-operation and the success of 
our ns which has put trade unions 
in their deserved place as a human 
power organized to defend itself 
against capitalistic injustice, and at 
the same time care for its otherwise 
helpless members in their time of 
want and illness.”

I a can she survive 
under such conditions w we must 
compete in all markets with America’s 
mass production and Japan's power of 
low wages? 

“Germany is pinned down by the 
tributes she is forced to pay for so- 
ealled reparations. Actual reparations 
have been made long ago, and what 
France receives now goes partly tv 
America and partly to supporting a 
vast military establishment—all on 
money wrung from Germany as the , 
result of an infamous treaty which 
falsely put all the war guilt on Ger- . 
many. In the last analysis, Germany 
finances the French army, and enables 
France to finance Poland and Czecho- 
slovakia and Jugoslavia. If France 
reduced her armaments expenses one- 
third, she wouldn't miss the repara- 
tions payments.

“Naturally it has a strong appeal 
for the rank and file of our citizenship 
since there are hundreds who wish to 
do their bit who have felt unable 
heretofore to meet the larger requests 
and consequently have not had the 
privilege and opportunity to do any- 
thing. Therefore the penny club plan 
taps resources in the community 
that have not befere been available 
for welfare wor'. Especially I think 
the plan appeals to the women and 
children whose hearts are always sym- 
pathetic with the sufferings of others, 
and who are quick to respond to relief

appeals within the extent of their 
abilities, 

“As a member of the mayor's relief 
committee I am in a position to realize 
more fully, perhaps, than others the 
extent of the distress and misery that 
will be prevalent in Atlanta this win- 
ter unless energetic efforts are made 
to take care of the situation. The need 
is great. To meet this need the ¢o- 
operation of every man, woman and 
child in Atlanta is absolutely im- 
perative. It is a job for everybody, 
not for just the few, if Atlanta is 
to meet this unusual emergency in an 
effective and patriotic way. 

“Let no one think that his penny a 
meal or three pennies a day is unim- 
portant, because the aggregate of those 
little pennies soon mounts into sur- 
prisingly big figures. Just think that 
if 50,000 people here give their three 
pennies a day, and surely there are 
that number and more of men, women 
and children who are able, Atlanta 
will have a fund from this source 
alone of $1,500 a day, or $45,000 a 
month.

GEORGIA SQUAD 
REACHES PEAK 
POR YALE GAME 


Pass Defense Stressed by 
Enright; Mehre May ' 
Direct Team.

ATHENS, Ga., Oct. 6.—Minus the 
services of the coaching genius who 
has guided them to a commanding po- 
sition among the nation’s football 
teams, Georgia's Bulldogs reached the 

eak of their training for the big Blue 

ulldogs of Yale today, and Wednes- 
day night will depart for New Haven 
and their first real test. 

Head Coach Harry Mehre left early 
thia morning for the bedside of his 
father, who is critically ill at his 
Huntington, Ind., home. Unless Coach 
Mehre’s father shows a turn for the 
better, the Georgia head coach will 
miss the Yale game Saturday. How- 
ever, he may be able to leave for New 
Haven in time for the game. 

From 8 o'clock in the afternoon un- 
til the sun set over Sanford field the 
Bulldogs worked under the direction 
of Backfield Coach Rex Enright, Line 
Coach Ted Twomey and Director of 
Athletics H. J. Stegeman. With visions 
of the Yale bowl dazzling before their 
eyes the Bulidogs needed little urging 
from the coaches to get down to work. 
When they did lag, Backfield Coach 
Enright, who is in charge of the 
team during Coach Mehre's absence, 
got them started again with very lit- 
tle trouble. 

TAKING NO CHANCES. i 

Just to make sure that there will 
be uo lack of preparedness on the 
part of the Bulldogs, Coach Enright 
game them an hour of hard work on 
pass defense before they got down to 
the scrimmaging part. Yale has two 
left-handed passers and a fine reper- 
toire of passing plays in their old kit 
bag, so Georgia is taking no chances 
on being unprepared for a passing at- 
tack. 

Coach Stegeman, who scouted Yale, 
told Harry Mehre that Yale will prob- 
ably uncork the best aerial game a 
Georgia team has seen. Two teams of 
Bulldogs got a dose of Yale plays as 
run off by thee Red Devils. Defense 
was the big thing stressed in the 
scrimmages today, a defense against 
the well known Mister Albie Booth 
and the two left-handed passers, who 
Georgia's scouts declare, are also very 
niece halfbacks. So Rex Enright gave 
the boys an bour of defensive work. 
Georgia’s defense looked rather ragged 
in spots against Virginia Poly, the 
Jobblers threatened- to score several 
times. 

The defensive scrimmage was top- 
ped off with a 45-minute offensive 
drill against the freshmen. The offen- 
sive drill was more ragged than it 
should have been following their open- 
ing game. They need a little more 
work on their offense before climbing 
into their lower and upper berths late 
Wednesday night for the first of a 
series of long treks around the coun- 
try, The Bulidogs will be off when 
they board the Seaboard special to- 
morrow night—off on a long tour of 
the nation and to gather honors for 
their alma mater. 

ONLY ONE OUT. 

All but one of Georgia's probably 
starting line-up against Yale scrim- 
maged this afternoon. Graham Bat- 
chellor, the only sophomore on the 
Bulldog first team, limped around the 
field with a twisted ankle. However, 
he is expected to scrimmage tomorrow 
and will be ready to play Saturday, 
Trainer Clarence Jones said tonight. 

Incidentally, Batchellor, who is 
from Texas, evinces no signs of nerv- 
ousness when someone mentions the 
bowl. 

“T come from the great open 
spaces,” the big Georgia center de- 
laren. “so why worry about a’ big 
place like the bowl?’ | meets 

Outside of a few minor injuries the 
Bulldogs are in fine shape for their 
departure for Yale. Jack Roberts has 
a slightly sprained Wrist but it_will 
be healed by Wednesday, and Tiger 
Rennett, veteran guard, has a bruised 
arm. Bobby Rose, Bulldog tackle, has 
a bad cold, and still others are nurs- 
ing minor bumps and bruises. All of 
them will be ready Saturday, Trainer 
Jones declared today.

With the good ola A’s, as the boys call them, safely along- 
side the Cardinals, the ground seems safe enough to come right 
out once more on a pair’ of verbal flat feet and predict again. 
This time that the Bulldogs from Athens will right soundly de- 
feat the Bulldogs from Yale. 


The Bulldogs from Athens may be a bit careless 
about finger bowls but they are not at all careless in the 
Yale bowl. They have defeated the Yale eleven twice 
there in the past four years. A defeat this week will 
mean three in a row for the Athenians, something almost 
unparalleled in the history of intersectional football. 

Yale, in announcing that the team has been pointed for 
Georgia, is announcing nothing new. Yale may be seeking to 
leave the impression that there was no pointing done last season. 


This is a very grave error. There was so much 
pointing done at New Haven last fall for the Georgia 
game that a number of the football people began to 
have the strained look of a pointer dog:on point. And 
so the announcement that Yale is pointing for Georgia 


THIS fall means nothing at all. 


Yale is likely to be stronger than last season. For that mat- 
ter so is Georgia. Georgia is more experienced, has more 
backfield reserves and is no weaker in the line. If the Bulldogs 
from Athens are defeated it will likely be at one of the line 
positions. 

And as for Albie Booth, there is no doubt that he is 

a good halfback. Yet Booth is no better than a half 

dozen or so backs that are to be found in the south. The 

legend of Albie Booth is one of the curious things about 
eastern football. He is a good little back and dangerous 

as a threat. But not a super back.

FRANK MERRIWELL AT YALE. 
It is very strange indeed to find sentiments adverse to Yale 
Stirring one’s breast.who grew up in'the era when Frank Mer- 
riwell was at Yale, 


Those were the books and those were the days. 
There was literature in those books and it is difficult to 
imagine the parental opposition that existed, making it 
necessary to hide the books and read them in secret. 
They exalted morality, held up purity of life and ab- 
stinence from liquors and wines. Yet somehow they 
were made to be things harmful to childish minds, if any. 
There is no telling how many boys went to Yale because 

they read the Merriwell books. There is probably no statistical 

record of them but. there is no doubt but what a great many 

oom had their minds directed to Yale because of the Merriwell 
ooks. 

Frank Merriwell was forever being captured by some 
evil companions who smoked cigarets and gambled. 
This happened on the eve of an important baseball or 
football game. And no matter how many of the books 
one read one never ceased to worry. It was always the 
ninth inning of the baseball game or the last two min- 
utes of the football game, with the score always against 
Yale, before Frank Merriwell would come running 
through the gate to strike out the last batter, hit a home 
run or run for the winning touchdown. He always did it. 
And the stories always created an intense boyish desire to 

park one’s self on the famous Yale fence or to stroll through 
the campus or go down to Barney’s. 

Stover at Yale, a grand book by the way, also added 
to Yale’s prestige. I sometimes wonder if those books 
are read yet—the Merriwell books and those leading up 
to Stover at Yale—The Tennessee Shad and others.

The optimism which followed publi- 
cation of an outline of the plans un- 
der consideration found reflection in 
an advance of more than 12 points 
in the average price of 30 industrial 
stocks, a rise of 5 points in the aver- 
age quotation for railroad shares and 
a gain of near! 5 points in the aver- 
age price of publie utility stocks. 
Higher prices for bonds and commodi- 
ties also contributed to the better feel- 
ing in the financial district. 
MORGAN SUPPORT. 

One of the most encouraging devel- 
opment: was the appearance on the 
stock exchange of brokers with big 
buying orders just before the opening 
of the market. Most of these brokers 
have at one time or another acted 
for the Morgan interests and it was 
assumed that they considered ptospec- 
tive economic developments sufficient- 
ly optimistic to warrant the buying 
of stocks in an aggressive manner. 

Important banking interests * have 
the last week appeared in the market 
as buyers of the best stock but only 
on a seale-down so that today’s ag- 
gressive policy was considered signifi- 
cant. 

RELIEF FOR BANKS. 

Encouragement was particularly en- 
tertained with regard to that phase 
of the administrations constructive 
program having to do with the exten- 
sion of relief to banking institutions 
in all parts of the country. Reports 
received in the Street were that a 
banking pool of $500,000,000 would be 
formed to extend relief to the banks 
in a way which would eliminate a suf- 
ficient volume of “frozen assets” and 
revive the confidence of the whole 
country in the stability of the banks. 

Such relief would go a great way 
toward preventing any further clos- 
ing of banks and would do much to 
bring out money which has gone into 
hiding because of the many bank 
failures.
